Miss Lillian Burke replaced Marion Donahue, 
as helping teacher. Miss Burke is a graduate of Ply- 
mouth Teachers’ College. 


Miss Rosaline Halper, a graduate of Boston Uni- 
versity, replaces Mrs. Amelia Vincent who left us in 
the middle of last year and whose position could not 
be filled at that time. 


During the summer, repairs were made on the ce- 
ment which surrounds the foundation of the school 
building. There were several places where freezing 
water had developed leaks. This allowed water to 
seep into the basement and buckle the floor in the 
play room. 


The total War Stamp sales to January 7, 1944, in 
the Monroe school is $350.00. Over $500.00 worth of 
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stamps were sold during the school year 1942-1943. 


At the request of the School Board, the superin- 
tendent has made numerous visits to McIndoes Acad- 
emy since last fall. On two occasions, the high school 
agent Russell H. Leavitt, of the New Hampshire 
State Department, and John H. Huden met with the 
combined McIndoes Academy and Monroe School 
Board. Both high school agents, in cooperation with 
the superintendent, made detailed reports on the pro- 
blem at McIndoes Academy. Definite proposals were 
made in these reports as to what should be done to 
improve the Program of Studies so as to meet state 
standards in both states. 


An investigation of the finances of McIndoes Acad- 
emy revealed that it could not continue to operate 
more than a year and a half, or two years, without 
going into bankruptcy. As a result of this investiga- 
tion, the Monroe Board has entered into a contract 
with McIndoes Academy to guarantee a payment of 
two thousand dollars to the Academy Board of Trus- 
tees, regardless of the number of Monroe students 
who may be attending that institution. If the number 
of students exceeds twenty, the Monroe School Dis- 
trict is to pay $100.00 per pupil for each additional 
pupil. Such a contract will, for the coming year, 
guarantee a certain minimum amount of money from 
the Monroe School District. This will enable the Mc- 
Indoes Board of Trustees to count on this amount of 
money when preparing their budget for next year. 


The town of Barnet is also obligated to raise a pro- 
portionate amount, in order to make this contract 
valid. Unless the Academy is able to secure public 
funds, its continued existence looks very uncertain. 
It seems probable that some satisfactory arrange- 
ment can be achieved as a result of the combined ef- 
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forts of interested parties this year. It is hoped that 
some definite arrangements may be made for super- 
vision of the school during the coming year. One of 
the weaknesses of the institution has been that it has 
had no official ties with the State Department of Ed- 
ucation in Vermont. 


If high standards are to be achieved and maintain- 
ed, it is mandatory that some plan for future super- 
vision be made. If the town of Barnet accepted the 
institution as a high school, this supervision would 
become automatic. 


The contract with McIndoes Academy has been re- 
vised this year so that any student may have his tu- 
ition paid at any of the nearby New Hampshire 
schools. 


The above mentioned arrangements in regard to 
McIndoes Academy are for one year only. It is hop- 
ed that the plan will prove successful and be put in- 
to operation for other years. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the school 
board, teachers, and citizens for their cooperation 
during the past two years.
